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Public Health Nursing Annual Report 
1945 


Although the Public Health Nursing Program in your 
community for the year 1945, suffered an interruption caused 
by a shortage of qualified nurses, we have made every 
effort to give you the most efficient service available. 


During the time we were able to secure a public health 
nurse, the following service was rendered: 


Eleven visits were made by the public health nurse to 
Warren. While in your community visits were made to 
expectant mothers to encourage early medical supervision; 
mothers of infants and preschool children in the interest 
of promoting better health, physically and mentally. Stress 
was placed on the importance of early protection against 
preventable communicable diseases. 


Contacts of patients suffering from tuberculosis were vis- 
ited in an effort to secure early examination and chest x-ray. 
Activities in relation to crippled children’s services were 
continued. Clinic reports were interpreted to the mothers 
and exercises demonstrated when needed and advised. 


Four child health conferences were sponsored by the 
Warren. Health Councils. At these conferences, infants 
and preschool children were given physical examinations 
by the conference physician and immunized against diph- 
theria, whooping cough and smallpox. 


A school immunization clinic was sponsored, organized and

carried on by the Health Council; this was possible be- 
cause one member of the Council is a public health nurse 
and was formerly the field nurse in this area. 

We wish to thank the Warren Health Council, local health 


officer, school officials and all members of the community

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Warren: 


I am pleased to submit the following report for the ~ 
municipal year 1945-1946. 


The schools began the new school year with two 
changes in the teaching staff. Mrs. Anna Wolfe succeeded 
Mrs. Wellington in the seventh and eighth grades and 
Roger Kalloch was elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Mrs. Selmer-Larsen. The Warren Schools 
have been very fortunate not to have had a larger turn 
over because of the present demand for teachers. A stable 
staff of competent teachers is the most important factor in 
the continued progress of your schools. 


The School Department closed the year with an un- 
expended balance of $1,638.12. This is not due to a 
’ decrease in the cost of operation, actually it cost about 
$4,000.00 more to operate the schools during the past year 
than it did during the previous year. The balance was 
made possible by a payment of $1,200.00 to the town for 
aid it should have received during the past two years. At 
the same time an increase of $600.00 was made in the 
payment for the present year. This has made it possible 
to relieve the text-book situation. The balance on hand 
now really represents additional money which the schools 
should have had to operate on during the past two years. 
As it was not known until late in the year that this additional 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT (continued) 


money would be available, it has not been possible to 
entirely remedy the textbooks and supply situation. Your 
school officials believed that the money should not be 
spent in haste for the sake of spending it before the books 
closed. There are still real needs to be filled in the text- 
book situation for the next year. Your school officials 
believe that the citizens of the town will approve of the 
policy which will make for the most efficient use of the 
money and will in considering the budget for next year 
think of the major part of the balance as money which is 
due the schools for the supplying of needs which probably 
were caused by not having this money for operating*ex- 
penses during the years when it should have been available. 


Most citizens of Warren are concerned about the future 
of their High School. The desire of everyone is to do 
something for the High School. Would a new building 
be the solution to the problem? A new building would 
provide better physical conditions, but in order to offer 
the occupational courses which the parents want for their 
children it would be necessary to add a Commercial teacher, 
a Home Economics teacher or other teachers of vocational 
subjects. The cost of offering these additional courses 
would be prohibitive as the present cost of operating the 
High School is now about $100 per pupil. Another angle 
. to be considered is that if the town does not offer at least 
two occupational courses, a parent may send his boy or 
girl to another school and the town of Warren will have 
to pay the tuition. This year the town is paying the tuition 
on five students who are taking occupational courses in’ 
other schools. The decisions which will have to be made 
during the next few years in relation to your High School 
will determine the type of education which you will in the 
future provide for your high school pupils. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT (continued) 


The elementary buildings located at Hinkley Corner 
and at Mathews Corner are not adequate. The children 
in these schools deserve the same comfortable and healthful 
working conditions as the older pupils. If these buildings 
do not meet the standards which we believe we should have 
now, a few years hence they will be still more inadequate. 
Consequently it would seem wise to begin to take steps 
now to remedy this situation. The way it shall be done will 
have to be decided upon by the citizens of the town. It 
will have to be met sometime and it would seem good 
judgment to face it soon and adopt some plan for solving it. 

‘Space in this report does not permit discussion of all 
matters of interest concerning your schools. The two 
problems which have been included seem to be the most 
important from a long range point of view. The interest 
which the parents and citizens have in the education of 
the young people of Warren is the town’s greatest asset. It 
is also true that careful consideration has to be given to 
the cost of. any plan which may be adopted for the solution 
of these problems. I am confident that there is sufficient 
interest in education in Warren to lead to a satisfactory 
solution of these school problems.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
Statutes of 1944 and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Warren have been audited by Auditors C. G. 
Hawes and M. G. Allen for the period February 1, 1944 
to February 3, 1945 inclusive. 

The examination was made in accordance with gen- 
erally accepted auditing standards applicable in the cir- 
cumstances and included all procedures which were con- 
sidered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within 
the scope of the examination, the financial transactions 
of the town appear to have been appropriately handled. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report 
impartially present the financial position of the town and 
the result of its operations for the period designated.

Cash 

Cash on deposit and subject to check as of February 
8, 1945 was verified with the bank statement and the amount 
so reported reconciled with the balance as shown by the 
town records. Expenditures were made by check from 
warrants properly authorized and drawn by the Selectmen. 


Accounts Receivable 


The amounts of $69.09, due from the State, and $9.00 
from the Town of Cushing for pauper supplies furnished 
are the receivables as listed on the town books. 


Taxes Receivable 


The tax commitment to the Collector was compared 
with the records of the Assessors. It was ascertained that 
the commitment was accounted for either by cash paid the 
Treasurer, authorized abatements, discounts, or unpaid 
taxes as reflected on the records of the Collector. 

Payments on prior years unpaid taxes apparently 
have been applied against the proper accounts. 


Tax Liens 


The tax liens on hand were examined and checked 
and were found to be in agreement with the ledger con- 
trol. A reserve of $1,369.60 is set up for loss on settlements. 
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Tax Deeds 


Payments received on tax deeds were checked. Sev- 
eral settlements were made by the Selectmen during the 
year and the deeds have been written off. 


Tax Acquired Property 


These accounts represent property acquired by the 
town by matured tax liens. No property was sold during 
the year. 


Due Governmental Agencies 


These amounts consist of withholding taxes and 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund deductions which are payable 
in the 1945-46 year. 


Notes Payable 


Notes amounting to $4,000.00 were paid during the 
year, $2,000.00 from the appropriation made at town 
meeting and $2,000.00 from general cash. There was 
$10,000.00 outstanding at the close of the year. 


Trust Funds 


The investments of the various trust funds were ex- 
amined. The income was checked and $963.94 was in the 
general funds at the end of the year. It appeared that all 
income had been properly accounted for. 


General 


The excise tax collections were checked and the 
amounts received on the 1944 receipts numbered 83 to 
525 and 1945 receipts numbered 1 to 122 had been de- 
posited with the Treasurer.
